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ANNUAL REPORT

To the Town School Committee: 
Gentlemen :— 


I herewith transmit to you the Twelfth Annual Report of the 
Superintendent of Schools. 


The school year of 1916-1917 opened on the eleventh day of 
September, 1916, one week after the time scheduled, the health of- 
ficer deeming it advisable to delay the opening because of a case 
suspected of infantile paralysis. No further cases appearing the 
schools were allowed to open the following Monday. One week’s 
vacation, only, was allowed at Christmas and the time thus lost was 


made up for the grades. The High School was to keep forty weeks, 


but by extra work on the part of the pupils and teachers the work 
was completed in thirty-nine so no extra time at the close of the 
year was required for the high school. Moosup, Room I, was closed 
for a weck in the winter on account of diphtheria and the time lost 
was made up at the close of the year. 

In spite of these interruptions and in spite of illness among pu- 
pils and teachers the year has been unusually successful. Marked 
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progress has been made in the schools, not only in the regular work 
but along special lines. 

Supervised play has been carried out in several schools, sewing 
has been taught in nine rooms under the direction of Miss Sprague, 
leader of girls’ clubs from the Connecticut Agricultural College. 
The rural schools have devoted some time to these subjects and to 
agriculture with helpful results. 


The enormous increase in the cost of school supplies, particu- 
larly of all grades of paper used in the schools, has made necessary 
the strictest economy in the use of all supplies on the part of both 
teachers and pupils. That all have been economical is evidenced 
by the fact that while the price of supplies has advanced from 40 to 
60 per cent. we have used only 25 per cent. more in value than was 
used the year before; the total amount used in 1915-1916 was $593.96 
and the amount used in 1916-1917 was $748.64. Supplies are still 
higher than they were a year ago so there is no prospect of a de- 
crease in cost during the coming year. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


The High School has been somewhat smaller in numbers than 
it was the previous year but is still crowded. We have had all the 
pupils that we could work with to advantage, and more than could 
be accommodated during the regular school hours in the science 


laboratories. This has necessitated after school work on the part of - 


both teachers and pupils but the necessary work has been well 
done. 


This year we increased the length of the school day for the ~ 


high school by one hour, using the last period in the afternoon for 
supervised study. The change has been an excellent one from every 
standpoint and has been agreeable to pupils, parents and teachers. 
Especially has the work benefitted the deficient and backward pu- 
pils while those who easily keep up have had more time to study 
during the school period. The same schedule will be adhered to 
during the coming year. 

The entrance of the United States into the European War and 
the consequent increased demand for labor has resulted in large 
numbers of boys and girls from fourteen to eighteen years of age en- 
tering the various industries in the town. While it may seem that 
necessity for children’s labor exists we should avoid the mistakes of 
France and England and not allow our schools to deteriorate nor our 
young people to lose their opportunity for education. 

Mr. P. P. Claxton, United States Commissioner of Education, 
says “‘It is poor economy for the nation at the present time to neg- 
lect our educational affairs. Our youth who are still too young to 
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be called to the colors will be serving their country far better if they 
remain in school during the coming year than they will if they leave 
to enter some one of the various industries drawn thither by war- 
time wages aud the high cost of the necessities of life. Not only 
during the war but after the war we are going to need trained and 
educated men to grapple with the manifold problems that must of 
necessity confront us as a nation, problems that must be met and 
solved if this nation is to hold its own in the commercial and indus- 
trial strife which for years to come will be fiercer than we have ever 
known before.’’ 


If our boys and girls from 14 tol8 years of age leave school now 
in large numbers a great percentage of them lose their opportunities 
for further education, education which they themselves will need to » 
succeed in life, and education which the country needs them to have 
if they are to be economically and industrially efficient. Let us all, 
therefore, parents, pupils and school authorities view this matter in 
the broad light of what is for our greatest good now and in the fu- 
ture, and urge upon our youth the necessity for sticking to the task 
of acquiring an education now that later they may enter upon a 
broader, nobler and more efficient service. 


The schools can and do serve a most important place in our nat- 
‘ional life and we should fight every attempt to nullify, detract from 
or belittle their work. We know that our educational system can 
be made still more efficient and even now with war prices and war 
conditions prevailing we must not allow our schools to deteriorate 
either from lack of pupils or from lack of funds necessary for their 
successful conduct. 


In this connection it is especially important that our high school 
be maintained at its present high standard. While new construction 
is probably out of the question at the present, we should not lose - 
sight of the fact that any further expansion of the work is im- 
possible until adequate room is provided for such expansion. To 
all who ask why we do not maintain a commercial course, or why we 
do not expand our work in science to take up practical instruction 
in various industrial lines we can only reply that while such a course 
is highly desirable it is impracticable in our present cramped quar- 
ters. The first thing to be considered and the only thing to be con- 
sidered in the matter of further expansion of our high school work 
is a new, modern, up-to-date, well equipped building. 


We have made great progress in our high school since it was 
first established. Every year has seen improvement and progress. 
Our graduating classes are growing larger, our total graduates now 
number 108, and their success in many and varied fields of service 
is so great that we cannot for an instant doubt the efficiency of their 
high school education. Let us keep the needs of our high school 
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in mind, let us urge upon our youth the necessity for an education 
now and we shall not regret our lack of foresight in years to come. 


TEACHERS. 


Our teachers, during the past year, have for the most part been 
efficient. Several changes were made necessary during the year be- 
cause of resignations, and more changes appear for the coming year. 
It is unfortunate that these changes are necessary, but there seems 
to be no way by which we can secure a desirable and at the same 
time a stable teaching force. The better teachers are always being 
sought after by places that can pay higher salaries, while we must 
seek to fill their places as best we may, sometimes with success but 
at times we find the standard of our force has been lowered by the 
change. It is an undoubted fact that at the present time the teach- 
ing profession offers less attraction to the average man or woman 
than do any one of several industries. The short working year, the 
long vacations and the average wage of the teacher are mighty poor 
bulwarks against the present cost of living. No wonder teachers 
are scarce and good teachers are scarcer. 


Accompanying this report are the general statistical tables which 
give in detail the general statistics foreach school. As these tables 
are full and complete and appear in the same form each year, com- 
ment upon them is unnecessary.
